He holds, in effect, that 
the Atlantic Coast Line railroad ts still 
a domestic corporation under its old 
charters, which, he says, are perpetu- 
ated and of full force as a part of the 
organic law under which.the road ex- 
ists. 

He says further that it is a matter of 
comity: that if a Georgia corporation 
were operating tn Virginia, that state 
would regard and treat it as a domestic 
corporation. The Coast Line company 
agreed to abide by the laws of Georgia, 
and is therefore amenable to them, he 
holds. He asserts that the enforcement 
of section 8 of the rallroad commis- 
sion law with regard to the approval of 
bond and stock. issues by the railroad 
commission, would in no sense violate 
the interstate commerce law. Judge 
Hillver concludes with ayn elaborate 
legal argument on the subject which 
was filed with the commission.

IMPORTANCE TO SOUTH 
OF POULTRY CULTURE 


For many years I have devoted 
much labor and thought in trying to 
have the poultry industry placed on a 
basis in the south that would open 
the eyes of the farmers to its real 
Value as an agricultura] product, and 
consequently to everyone in the south. 

The road behind me hag . been 
crowded with difficulties, and the 
progress slow, but’ there has lately 
been a brighter outlook. As I look 
forward into the future I see still 
Many things that could be done, and 
that are not being done, that would, in 
a short while, place this great industry 
where it would almost revolutionize 
our agricultural interests. 

University Department. 

Two years ago, 1 undertook to get 
the poultry men interested in having 
a department of poultry established 
at the University of Georgia in con- 
nection with the agricultural depart- 
ment. Il was never a member of the 
Georgia Poultry Association, but I 
brought the matter before this poultry 
a@ssociation, and asked them to help 
me. They took hold of it, and prom- 
ised to do ail in their power to help. 
A committee of three was appointed 
with myself as chairman, Loving 
Brown and S. W. Bacon. We at once 
notified the agricultural department 
of the university, and asked their as- 
Sistance. The head of the department 
seemed much pleased with our phans 
and purposes, and drafted a bill whicn 
Was approved by the committee. We 
went ahead and had the bill introduced 
in the legislature. It was referred to 
the committee on agriculture, and if 
not dead, it is quietly and peacefully 


sleeping there yet. 
A Chair of Poultry. 


At the last session of the legisla- 
ture a lump sum was appropriated for 
the department, part of which wag to 
be used for the establishment of a 
chair of poultry. This, I believe, has 
been done, and I am informed that & 
graduate of a northern university has 
been placed in charge and some prog- 
ress made in the work. 

This, to me, looks like slow work. 
The states that adjoin us, and every 
other state in the union, are surging 
ahead of us, and the great state of 
Georgia is doing comparatively noth- 
ing to check the outflow of four or five 
millions of dollars annually that could 
be kept at home by the expenditure of 
a few thousand dollars for a few years, 
if properly used. 

The poultry men of Georgia will, in 
the near future, be asked to take hold 
of this important matter alongs lines 
differing in many ways from the man- 
ner in which poultry culture has been 
generally taught elsewhere. 


Lecture Department. 


The poultry associations in every 
eounty in Georgia will be asked to 
organize ‘‘a lecture department” in 
these associations, where well-inform- 
ed poultry men will be employed to 
teach the people the practicable, fun- 
damental principles of poultry culture 
at all poultry shows. In this way the 
People who cannot go to colleges can 
be reached by men who know from ex- 
perience how to instruct the farmers 
and their boys and girls who belong 
to the A, B, C class how to successfully 
breed pcultry. 

These assoctations will also take 
part in the organization of an asso- 
ciation abou; to be formed in connec- 
tion with the above and, in fact, a 
part of it to employ well-informed 
poultrymen to visit and instruct those 
who wish to organize poultry associa- 
tions in any part of the state, and at 
the same time instruct them in poultry 
culture, 

These associations will be expected 
to pay the expenses of the lecturer and 
a reasonable fee. Poultry associations 
are compelled always to employ a 
judge to place the prizes, and the 
above departure will be much more 
important and will cost no more than 
ie paid for a judge. 


Cure for Sorehead. 

Mrs. C. J. Metcalf, Ozark, Ala.—Dear 
Uncle Dudley: I have a few small and 
some half-grown .chicks that are 
slightly affected with sorehead. I want 
to know if the remedy I am using is 
all right and will keep 
use sulphur and grease and keep 3s 
small piece of copper in the drinking 
water. 

I used lime profusely for those 
“Buffalo gnats.” I tried it as an ex- 
periment and was pleased to see the 
pest disappear. Thanks to you, the 
lady from North, 8. C., and others for 
remedies for my high-stepping chick- 
ens. I wish all the poultry lovers 
success. 

I have a good many Indian game 
Black Minorcas and hope to have goo 
luck with them. 

Answer: The best thing which you 
can possiblY do is to separate the 
chickens which have the least indica- 
tion of sorehead from the flock. Put 
them up in a dry place; feed them on 
light food; give them charcoal, wheat 
bran, and no heating food whatever. 
Anoint their heads with ‘linseed oi] 
and carbolic acid. An ounce of car- 
bolic acid to a.quart of oil. I oe 
not use sulphuric acid. Linseed oii 
and carbolic is the best. 

The copperas is good, but a little 
kerosene oil poured over the water ia, 
in my opinion, the best thing you

There 
has been so much trouble along this 
line, resulting from getting the breeds 
mixed in spite of atl you can do to 
prevent it, that a large number of 
those who wish to buy have been 
afraid to use fowls where the breeder 
used two breeds. 


Extra Early Laying. 

Thomas W. Durden, Thomasville, 
Ala.—Dear Uncle Dudley: Mr. Alex 
Gunn, of this place, has some pullets 
that were hatched the second week in 
January. He kept them in the house 
most of the time in January and Feb- 
ruary (to keep them from freezing). 
May 15 or 20 they commenced laying 
and have been layina every day since. 
Is that early, or not? Mr. Gunn says 
they are just common stock. We will 
all be glad to hear from you. 

Answer: This is a good record, and 
I think an extra record for common 
stock. I judge that Mr. Gunn gave 
these pullets extra good attention. 

Now almost any of the large utility 
breeds hatched in September will lay 
in January—four months. I have had 
Brown Leghorns to beat this record. 
This record made by Mr. Gunn is good, 
but the trouble is, can it be repeagéed? 
I fear not, while with the thorough- 
bred it is made with few exceptions.

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To Teach Good Will. 


(From The Boston Traveler.) 


A course in good will to be added to 
the school curriculum is the plan 
formulated by the United States bu- 
reau of education for adoption in the 
elementary grades throughout the 
country and contained in a pamphlet 
just issued. 

The announced object is to promote 
peace and end war, but it would do 
much more. In the lower grades the 
child ig to be trained in habits of 
forbearance, consideration, entleness 
and self-control, while in the higher 
grades emphasis is to be Jaid on the 
movement for universal peace. 

According to the plan, in the first 
grade the child learns the treatment 
he should give his companions and 
pets. The second grade deals with 
home life; The third, with school and 
play time, while the fourth takes up 
the home town or city. In grade five 
the course broadens to include a con- 
sideration of the whole country; in 
the sixth, the child takes up good cit- 
izenship; in the seventh he studies the 
world family, and in the last he learns 
what the larger patriotism means, 

The moral qualities of faithfulness, 
generosity, gratitude, hospitality, fair 
play, honesty and consideration for 
others is given a large place in the 
plan. Practical questidns are discuss- 
ed, such as: How can we help our com- 
munity? How can we serve our coun- 
try? What have other nations given 
us? What are our obligations to 
them? What are the effects of war? 
What are the moral gsubgtttutes for 
war? Who have contributed most to 
civilization? And why? 

This is a great work. That the 
school child of today can profit by it 
needa not to be argued. One must 
learn it by observation In any school 
yard or on any street corner.

Washington, June 8—Cuban problems 
Were thrust upon the senate today 
when, measures were introduced and 
referred to the committee on foreign 
relations, one directing that commit- 
tee to investigate .the authority for 
American military operations in “any 
foreign nation” except under express 
direction of congress, and another to 
ascertain whether insurrection in 
Cuba and Mexico is being fomented in 
this country. 

Bacon Questions Authority. 

The resolution regarding the ques- 
tion of authority was introduced «by 
Senator Bacon, of Georgia, and that 
regarding insurrectionary activity in 
the United States was presented by 
Senator Nelson, of Minnesota, The 
foreign relations committee probably 
will consider these matters next Wed- 
nesday. The senate committee on 
Cuban relations so far has been un- 
able to agree on a recommendation as 
to what authority should determine 
the necessity and nature of+sinterven- 
tion in Cuba. 

Senator Bacon said he was not op- 
posed to the use of the army and navy 
for the legitimate or required purpose, 
and that his resolution simply indi- 
(cated his unalterable opposition ‘to 
the assumption of the authority of any 
officer to the use of the army and navy 
except where authorized by law. It 
is a matter which requires action on 
the part of congress clearly 
under what circumstances the army 
and navy of the United States can be 
used in foreign territory and’ under 
what circumstances it cannot be prop- 
erly and lawfully so used; and to 
clearly vest with authority, wherever 
it is tmportant that it be done, the 
proper officer to use it tn the cases 
where it may be required.”’

The mob during the evening, shout- 
ing. “Lynch the niggers!” gave chase 
to every negro who happened to pass 
in the vicinity of Central park. <A 
strong force of foot and mounted 
police was hastened to the scene of 
the disorders and order eventually wag 
restored, the mob gradually dispersing 
in various directions, apparently in 
search of negroes who had taken 
refuge in their homes. 

Later the captain of the palace 
guard with a company of infantry, 
proceeded to the scene of the disturbe 
ances anc a cordon of police wag 
formed around the park, but the dem- 
onstrations by that time had been dis- 
continued. Grave fears are entertained 
in Havana tonight that anti-negro 
rioting will be renewed ‘on an exten- 
sive scale. The government is making 
every preparation to cope with any 
emergency. 

The principal hotels and cafes on 
the square have locked their doors and 
the storm shutters have been put on on 
the windows,

Dowling's Tribute to Columbus. 

Justice Victor J. Dowling, of the 
New York supreme court, urged a law 
for the setting apart of “Columbus 
day" as a national holiday. Justice 
Dowling declared the discovery of the 
new world by Columbus was 
greatest atChievement in human 
fairs, due to the initiative, courage 
and genius of a single individual.” 

Justice Dowling said in part: 

“Standing as he did on the border- 
land between the mediaeval and the 
modern age, he combined the chivalry 
and devotion of the former with the 
utilitarianism of the latter. 

“He disdained alike the patronizing 
approval of the lordling and the sneer 
and insult of the populace. 

“He subdued the passions and weak- 
nesses incident to a wanderer’s life 
and remained through all temptations 
frugal, modest, brave, temperate and 


“His mission was of 
hitherto beyond the conception of man: 
‘It was the effort of man, led by one 
master mind, to assert dominion over 
the entire earth; the movement of the 
human intellect to throw off the in- 
herited ignorance and prejudice of 
ages.

Description of the Memortal., 


When the string was pulled that re- 
leased the large American flags envel- 
oping the statue of pure white Georgia 
marble, the ‘‘Ah’s” and “Oh’s” that 
burst involuntarily from thousands of 
lips gave place after breathless 
moment of admiration to thunders of 
applause. 

Here is what the enthusiastic thou- | 
sands saw: ! 

The sturdy figure ‘of Columbus, 
standing before a shaft of marble as 
though upon the forward deck of the 
Santa Maria on October 12, 1492, gscan- 
ning for the first glimpse of the new 
world. Surmounting ‘the shaft is an 
immense ball of marble representing 
the globe. «It is upheld by the great 
outstretched wings of four American 
eagles. The peautiful female figure at 
the bowshead of the boat represents 
“The Spirit of Discovery” in every 
curve. On either side of Columbus 
are boldly conceived statues represent- 
ing the old and the new world. An 
Indian is crouching behind a rock 
gazing intently at a distant gpeck— it 
might be the ship of the great explorer. | 

The Columbus memorial is a com- 
bination fountain, statue and memorial. | 
The lap:of the fountain is towards the: 
capitol and back of it towers the. 
granite shaft surmounted by the huge, 
globe upon which is carved in detail’ 
the western hemisphere. 

Lorado Taft, a Chicago sculptor, from 
whose model the memorial was puililt, 
portrays Columbus as he steps frem 
his cabin. 

The memorial faces the capitol. The 
prow of a ship.fashioned after the 
ships of the time of Columbus pro- 
trudes into the fountain. At the prow 
of the ship is the figure of a woman, 
the goddess of inspiration, with the 
idea on onward, onward, borne, out in’ 
every curve.

“The Sane Fourth Association orig- 
inated the Independence day pageant I 
put on at Chicago, and no admission 
was charged, the enterprise being in- 
tended ag one oof the associations 
methods of disseminating a Sane 
Fourth sentiment, especially among the 
children of Chicago. Pére Marquette, 
LaSalle, Louis Joliet,~- George Rogers 
Clark, the Indian chiefs of the time, 
were some of the leading characters, 
and the Pageant of the Old Northwest, 
which I put on for the State Normal at 
Milwaukee, was of course similar in 
theme and character.

Terrorss of the Noisy Fourth. 

During the past nine years in the 
United States there have been killed, 
inéident to Fourth of July celebra- 
tions, one thousand seven hundred and 
nineteen human beings. Thirty-seven 
thousand one hundred and sixty-six 
have been more or less seriously in- 
jured by the ill-advised and largely 
unrestrained use of explosives and fire- 
armse—deadly implements in the hands 
of young boys and girls ignorant of 
the dangerous fires with which they 
were playing. All this disaster has 
been brought on by the so-called cele- 
bration of the declaration of national 
peace and independence, says Major- 
General Leonard Wood in McCall's 
Magazine for July. 

This roll of victims represents sever- 
al times the losses in killed, and a 
considerable number of times the loss- 
es in wounded, incident to the Spanish- 
American war, and more than the to- 
tal number of lives lost in both the 
Spanish-American war (in Cuba and 
the Philippines) and the subsequent 
Philippines insurrection. It exceeds 
by more than thirty-four thousand the 
number of wounded in both these wars. 
And yet, while we hear a great out- 
cry about the inhumanity of wdr and 
the accompanying loss of life, we per- 
mit from year to year a form of oele- 
bration which in the past nine years 
has exceeded in killed and wounded 
the losses of the wars in which we 
have been engaged during the past 
forty years. 

If we had each year small military 
campaigns which resulted in two or 
three hundred men being Killed on a 
single day and four or five thousand 
men being wounded on the same occa- 
sion, it would not only cause the most 
widespread excitement, but would give 
rise to earnest efforts to abate a situ- 
ation which resulted in such loss of 
life. In the matter of Fourth of July 
celebrations, howéver, while we do 
geem to be making progress, the peo- 
ple have not yet awakened to the fact 
that a more safe and rational method 
of celebrating the day should be adopt- 
ed.

He works fourten hours a 
day, and doesn't stop for Sundays or 
holidays. His principal business is the 
spreading of disease, and he distrib- 
utes pestilence with a lavish hand. 
Worst of all, he’s horribly prolific, 

A chart designed Dy Dr. A, L. Mur- 
ray, fly expert and official of the 
health department at Washington, 
D. C., shows that from one female fly 
in a single season about eight billion 
flies may descend, or enough to ex- 
tengd completely around the earth at 
the equator, . with a surplus of 500 
miles. 

Again we repeat, 
phasis, swat the fly! 

It takes countless number of swats 
to make the least impression on the 
billions of flies that infest the coun- 
try. But if you start early you will 
avoid the rush.

contend with. Not merely typhoid, but 
other highly dangerous intestinal dis- 
eases are now known to be spread by 
files, and germs of tuberculosis, 
cholera infantum, spinal meningitis, in- 


by flies. 

In many cities prizes of money have 
been offered for the largest number of 
flies killed in a given period. In some 
cities and towns prizes are offered 
for the best essays written by school 
children as‘to the dangers of flies and 
how to get rid of them. 

The Ohio state board of health has 
been busy and has reprinted large 
numbers of Dr. C. O. Probst’s prac- 
tical paper, “The Fly as a Disease 
Carrier.” 

The Michigan board of health is 
distributing large quantities of a 
large brown placard telling how to 
make war on the pest, and séarting 
off with the title in large, black type, 
“Flies Poison Food.” The board also 
has come out with an important quar- 
terly document,on “The Fly Crusade.” 

Pennsylvania devotes an entire issu® 
of its large health bulletin to an essay 
easily understood, which is called “The 


Common Fly; How It Develops, Why 
It Must Be Destroyed and How to De- 
stroy it.” 

South Carolina, Texas and almost 
all the other states in the union have 
been doing their utmostto educate the 
public concerning the dangers of per- 
mitting flies to exist. But with the ex- 
ception of a-single four-page circular 
the state of New York has done noth- 
ing in the matter that has been press- 
ed so vigorously by fhe country gen- 
erally. This circular is a brief docu- 
ment, entitled “The Filthy Fly,” and is 
issued by the publicity and education 
department of the state board of 
health. 

North Dakota has issued two im- 
portant health department  bulletina, 
spread broadcast throughout the state, 
one entitled “Fly Habits” and the oth- 
er “A Fly Catechism,” in which are an- 
swered in simple language questions 
concerning flies which the youngest 
child may understand. 

Virginia’s state board of health has 
issued at least three bulletins and clir- 
culars devoted wholly or in part to 
the subject. 

In addition,to quarterly publications, 
one well illustrated, Iowa issues short- 
er folders telling just how to deal with 
the fly nuisance. .

The change is said to be made nec- 
essary to conform to the law which 
stipulates that the experiment station 
shall be operated in conjunction with 
the agricultural colleges of the. states, 
in order to secure the federal appro- 
priations which form a considerable 
portion of the funds which support 
the work. This is said to be the rule 
in states which have state colleges of 
agriculture, 

The question was up at 
meeting of the trustees and it was 
evident upon investigation that the 
station would have to be brought to 
this city to be operated with the state 
college here or the United States gov- 
ernment appropriations will be likely 
withdrawn.

He Intends to Get Int Very 
Thick of Fight 


Roosevelt Will Arrive About 
Middle of Week and His Fol- 
lowers Have Planned a 
Great Demonstration—Mc- 
Kinley Denounces Roosevelt. 


Chicago, June 8..—The arrival of Wil- 

liam Flynn, of Pittsburg: the depart- 
ure of George W, Perkins for Ohio; an 
all-day conference of a score of prom- 
inent leaders, and announcement that 
a demonstration for their candidate 
would take place in Chicago next Wed- 
nesday, marked the activities of the 
Roosevelt campaign Managers today. 
The Roosevelt headquarters held the 
center of the stage today, aside from 
the deliberation® of the republican na- 
tional committee, and tonight further 
interest was aroused by seml-official 
announcement that Colone} Roosevelt 
would be in Chicago tn person by next 
Thursday, possibly earlier. 
The information that Colonel Roose- 
velt would arrive about the middle of 
next week came from several appa- 
rently authoritative sources, although 
Senator Dixon, director of the Roose- 
velt campaign, said he thought the 
former president would not be on 
hand. 

Roosevelt Demonstration. 
Other reports said Colonel Roosevelt 
would be here in time to be present 
at the planned demonstration of his 
prominent middle western followers 
Wednesday afternoon. This expected 
demonstration was the outgrowth of 
today’s conference at the Roosevelt 
headquarters. During this meeting, 
also, an organization was peffected of 
advancing Colonel Roosevelt’s candi- 
dacy before the convention and to act 
as a “round up” committee in meeting 
Roosevelt delegates upon their arrival 
to attend the convention. William 
Flynn, of Pittsburg, was made presi- 
dent of this organization, and Frank 
Knox, of Michigan, was elected secre- 
tary. 

Activities at the Taft headquarters, 
while second in general interest to 
those at the Roosevelt camp, were 
continuous during the day. Robert 0. 
Bailey, assistant secretary of’ the 
treasury, arrived from Washington 
and met Tongressman McKiz‘ey with 
several %ther Taft adherents. Mr. 
Bailey said that no particular sig- 
nificance attached to his visit. 4a}- 
though he spent some time in consul- 
tations with various Taft leaders. 

Congressman McKinley, director of 
the Taft forces, reviewing the acts of 
the national committee’ in Seating the 
Taft delegates in Alabama. Arkansas, 
Florida ang Georgia contests, declared 
that nine-tenths of the decisions had 
been Dy unanimous yote. 

McKinley Scores Roosevelt. 

“So much for Senator Dixon's 
charges that a steam roller is operat- 
ing in the governing body of the re- 
publican party.’ Congressman McKin- 
ley said. Continuing his comment, he 
declared: “The bad faith Of all the 
Roosevelt contests, however is amply 
reflected by Theodore Roosevelt him- 
self, when after having one contest 
after another thrown out by the 
unanimous vote of the committee, he 
said he never expected more than two 
votes in Alabama anyway.

Tuggle stated on the stand tWat

Later, when 
Campbell™was transferred to Stone 
Mountain, and I was visiting the con- 
vict camp, he handed me an envelope

for $300, with the message: ‘To be 
held in trust for Hon. G. R. Hutchens.’ 

“I tore up the order in the presence 
of Captain W. 8. McCurty, who had 
charge of Campbell's funds. ‘Rufe’ 
Hutchens and Hooper Alexander were 
employed by Campbell as his lawyers, 
I understand. < 

Asked His Money Back. 

“Some time later I met Campbell, 
and he asked for the money to be re- 
funded. I told him of the torn up or- 
der, and said that ‘I had done nothing 
to have been ashamed of.’ He noti- 
fied me that if the money was not 
returned within a specified length of 
time he would institute charges 
against me. The only money I ever 
have received from Campbell was the 
$20.65 used to defray expenses on my 
Columbus trip, made in his behalf.” 

Tuggle denies the charges stoutly.

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REPORTS FROM 


IN THE COTTON OIL MARKET 


New York, June 8.—(Special,)— 
Strength of an irregular character 
was manifested in the future cotton 
seed ofl market during the week, but 
nearby oil was heavy, with demand 
exceedingly light. ‘Trading, as a 
wholé, was moderate, with traders in- 
clined to operate cautiously pending 
future developments. The Interstate 
Cotton Seed Crushers’ convention in 
St. Louis probably had something to 
do with the market's inactivity, as 
several prominent trdders attended the 
meeting ang those who remained were 
not inclined to be aggressive. Pure 
lard wags slightly firmer and this had 
@ steadying influence. Publication of 
the first government cotton crop re- 
port prompted little interest, as the 
figures were about equal to the trade's 
expectations. A 

eipts of oil from the south were 
of very limited character and the 
movement is expecteg to decrease as 
the season vances. Refiners are in 
control of al) the sizable holdings, but 
these interests have not made any at- 
tempt to boost prices and are appar- 
ently leaving the market to its own 
_@evices. The fact that refiners have 
shown no disposition to liquidate is 
taken as a bullish feature and many in 
the trade are of the opinion that re- 
finers will back a bull movement later 
in’ the year. Uncertain conditions 
which now surroung the speculative 
position of the market indicate a two- 
sided affair during the remainder of 
the month. After ' July 1, however, 
many leading authorities predict an 
upWard mevement which wil] extend 
well into. October. With refiners in 
eopntrol of the visible supply these 
vieWs appear reasonable. 

There were no further reports of for- 
eign resales during the week. although 
the tendency of competing oils abroad 
has. continueg downward. The recent 
reselling, while not an important fac- 
tor, had a decidedly bearish effect on 
sentiment and probably caused more 
Or less liquidation for domestic ac- 
count. The most pronounced demand 
for future shipments emanateg from 
cotton houses. ‘During the early trad- 
ing a moderate buying movement 
caused a sharp upturn in prices. Later 
the market reacted under scattered 
liquidation fronr the west. This was 
followed by alternate periods of buy- 
ing and selling, which gave the mar- 
ket an unsettled appearance and kept 
the Wall street and other outside

speculative interests very much at sea 
as to the actual course of prices. 
Sales of crude oil in the southeast 
were reported at 42%c per gallon in 
the early trading. Toward the close, 
offerings were withdrawn, and ‘the 
crude oi] market wag quoted nominal 
in all gections. The continuance of 
favorable advices from the cotton 
states failed to bring out offerings of 
new crude oil, and while it is believed 
that businesg could be placed in the 


neighborhood of 4lc, neither buyers ore 


sellers seemed anxious to force an 
issue. 

Consuming. inquiries for refined oll 
have shown no appreciable improve- 
ment, and sales for the week have 
been disappdinting. There is no doubt 
that the irregular price movement ¥ 4 
late has hurt the consuming tradé, 
and buyers ghow little disposition to 
extend commitments beyond the limit 
of current wants. Pure lard has ad- 
vanced from 10c per pound to 10%c in 
the face of a further substantial in- 
crease in isible stocks. Manufac- 
turers of la compound have een 
ed their market onthe basis of 9c, but 
admit: that businesg is slow and con- 
fined chiefly to small quantities. The 
artificial attitude of the pure lard 
market has made buyers of compound 
skeptical, and developments .in the hog 
product are being closely watched. 
Margarine makers are experiencing a 
fair consuming inquiry for their prod- 
uct, and butter oil is finding a ready 
market for churning purposes. If the 
trade succeeds in having the. revenue 
tax reduced on oleomargarine, there 
will be a marked improvement in the 
demand for butter oil. Tallow and 
animal greases remain quiet but firm 
at lately prevailing quotations, 

Foreign business has continued at a 
low ebb, with cased oil leading in the 
way of inactivity. South America con- 
tinues to buy .the higher grades in a 
moderate way;,but Europe hag been 
practically out of the market as far 
as new business is conccrned. The ex- 
port movement from this port for, tne 
week amounted to 10,707 barrels. The 
tota] export movement @or the crop 
season to date is 900,000 barrels, com- 
pared with 470,000 barrels for the cor- 
responding period during the previous 
year. Among the late arrivals were 
800 casks of palm oil from Liverpool 
and Hamburg. Daily cable advices 
from Marseilles noted easier markets 
for sesame, arachide and copra oils. 
Linseed oll has also declined in Lon- 
don. Refined cotton seed oil closed in} 
Hull at 278, anda crude cotton seed oil 
at 25s. per hundredweight.

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RESULTS OF THE WEEK 
IN NEW ORLEANS COTTON 


New Orleans, June 8.—The cotton 
market closed for the week at a net 
advance of 22 to 25 points. This rise 
Was caused chiefly by fresh buying 
which the bears 
charged was of amanipulative charac- 
ter, but which the bulls claimed was 
based on unsatisfactory weather and 
crop accounts from differéat parts of 
the belt. The high prices were made 
on Friday and the low prices on Tues- 
day. At the highest, the § trading 
months were 36 to 39 points over last 
week's close; at the lowest they were 
8 points under to 5 points over. The 
range of prices was 33 to 42 points. 

Over the larger part of the belt, crop 
accounts were almost uniformly favor- 
able. Some advices from the eastern 
belt however stated that too much 
rain had fallen and that fields were 
becoming grassy. Some counties of 
Texas and a considerable portion of 
Oklahoma complained that they were 
not getting rain enough: the more 


conservative element in the market, 
however, were of the opinion that at 


this season of the year too little rain 
is better than too much, especially as 
the western sections of the belt have 
claimed to have magnificent season in 
the ground and plenty of reserve molis- 
ture in the subsol] as the result of 
long-continued rains during the winter 
and the early planting geason. 

The report of condition on Tuesday 
did not cause much stir in the market. 
Following it there was a drop of 5 to 
10 points, which was not maintained. 
It was generally regarded that it was 
altogether too parly in the season for 
any condition figures of value to be 
compiled, even by the government ex- 
perts.

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OF GENERAL INTEREST

New York, June 8.—(Special.)—From 
@any quarters this week there have 
come strong indicativhs of the rising 
business fortunes of the country. 
Gome of the best students of conditions 
in the railroad and industrial world 
have expressed themselves with more 
vigor than in severa! years. The rec- 
ords. of trade events amplify their 
statements through such facts as 17% 
cent copper and steadily shrinking 
stocks of metal and the largest totals 
of pig iron and manufactured iron and 
steel production ever known.’ Prices 
in this industry, too, are working to- 
ward better profits for the producer. 
Probably the most solid fact of which 
the better sentiment is fcunded is that 
of bettering crop prospects and the 
certainty today that the winter wheat 
yield will be substantial and that it 
is beyond the danger point. 


So far as can be seen there is only 
One real serious feature in the domes- 
tic situation. This has to do with the 
necessity of various cofporations of 
readjusting their interest rates to the 
new investment order. This will be 
more difficult in 1912 perhaps than in 
1913 for the year has been a disastrous 
one from the point of view of surplus 
earnings. Railroads that have  ~»not 
had any trouble for years in earning 
their dividends face the prospect of 
barely covering’ their fixed charges to 
June 30.

ATLANTA YOUTH 
PROVES A HERO 


Rescued Three Persons From 
Drowning by Risking 
Own Life.

Hues Mell, the 16-year-old son of 
Charles L Mell, of Augusta, three per- 
sons would have lost their lives in the 
natatorium at Lankey’sg bathing pond 
near Augusta, on the afternoon of 
May 30, 

The young hero is a nephew of Pat- 
rick H. Mell, of 165 East Tenth street, 
Atlanta. 

Charles Lankey, proprietor of the 
natmtorium where the triple drowning 
came near taking place, has furnished 
The Constitution witn the following 
account of the bravery of Mr. Mell: 

“On the afternoon of May 30, about 
# o'clock, a young woman (Mrs. Par- 
ker), with two young men, came 
to the natatorium. Jhe woman jump- 
ed from the spring board into deep 
water; one of her companions, who 
elso could not swim, went to her res- 
cue A rope was tossed to the strug- 
gling couple, but the end was not re- 
‘tained on the bank. The negro assist- 
ant, Cleveland Evans, was called upon 
| by the matron and he responded, but in 
his effort to reach the drowning couple 
he got tangled in the rope and sank. 
A young gentleman who had just come 
out of the swimming pond, hearing the 
alarm and tumult from his dressing 
room, rushed to the rescue and brought 
the couple to safety. He was then told 
that there was a negro man under 
water and he instantly dived in search 
of him, the first time without success, 
He dived again and brought the negro 
nearly to the surface, holding him by 
the leg, but the weight wag too great 
and he had to let loose. Nothing daunt- 
ed, he dived the third time, succeeded 
in getting a good hold by the collar, 
and brought the negro to the surface 
where he was hauied to the bank by 
the rope still attached to his body.

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HEALTH OFFICER 
FOR STATE URGED 


Dr. James Oakshette Urges 
Stringent Enforcement 


of Georgia Laws. 


Dr, James Charles Oakshette, a na- 
tle of England and a long-time resi- 
dent of Canada, but now a citizen of 
Atlanta, is deeply interested in the 
Passage by the state legislature of a 
bill “to establish a system of sane and 
efficient sanitation throughout the 
state by putting into operation state 
machinery for applying modern. san- 
itary methods in the prevention of 
disease,” introduced during the last 
session by Hon. R. C. Ellis, of Tifton, 
and now ready for its third reading. 

Dr. Oakshette {s & graduate of the 
best achools of England, and hag al- 
ways enjoyed a large and varied prac- 
tice wherever located. He has, siuve 
his boyhood days, been a hard student 
and deep thinker, and the many de- 
Srees conferred upon him indicate the 
results of his research in every line he 
has undertaken having for its object 
prevention of disease, rather than its 
cure. Dr. Oakshette’s coming to At- 
lanta wag largely due to the fact that 
he has a daughter, Mrs. Jemison, wife 
of the sporting editor of The Con- 
stitution, living here. Shortly after 
the doctor came to Atlanta Mr. Ellis’ 
bill attracted hig attention, and after 
mature étudy, he gave it his indorse- 
ment. 

Laws Should Be Enforced 

Then Dr. Oakshette investigated 
Georgia's code of laws on health and 
the prevention of disease. “The“4aws 
of Georgia along the lines of health 
and the prevention of disease are suf- 
ficient within themsevles,” he said. 
“The only trouble I fina is that these 
laws are not sufficiently enforced. 
They should be enforced stringently.” 

Dr. Oakshette says that Georgia 
Should have a health officer, and that 
that officer should be held strictly re- 
sponsible for the enforcement of these 
laws, and that he should be given full 
police power, with authority not only 
to direct but to enforce, even if ar- 
restg followed. In talking of the 
condition in Georgia, Dr. Oakshette 
said to a Constitution reporter on Sat- 
urday: 

“We have come to recognize that the 
Proverb, ‘An ounce of Prevention is 
worth a ton of cure,’ expresses a basic 
fact of our Civilization, a fundamental 
truth of daily life. 

Millions for Animals. 

“Cheerfully do we spend millions of 
cold cash annually to prevent sicknesg 
and disease among our food animals, 
cereal crops and fruit treesB—yes, even 
our shade trees. We recognive that a 
false economy here means national 
devastation and death. 

“Any way you look at it, we cannot 
afford to be less diligent, less thorough 
where the stake is human lives—where 


s a oe of our own Hfe. We 
fan 0 ilve; we want to be wel! 
enjoy living. graph: 
We know .§ that communicable dis- 
eases such as consumption and typhoid 
fever, are preventable. Apply, then, the 
ounce of prevention’ and save the dif-

e “What is the price? Eternal vigi- \ 
lance; constant watchfulness; hard 
work and lots of it 

“The medical men are ever ready to 
co-operate, and strain a point—many 
points if need be—to aid and assist in 
every possible way. The physician, 
however, must live; must pay his bills 
like other honest folk, therefore he 
cannot do all that his goodwill would 
dictate. 

“The regular county physicians have 
their hands overfull caring for those 
already down sick. They are busy 
night and day. 

“What is everybody's business is 
nobody's business. Put a@ man in 
the field whose duty it shall 
be to £0 up and down the 175 square 
miles of this county and gee to it 
that the sources of supply of pre- 
ventable commercial diseases are re- 
duced to the minimum—cut off, abol- 
ished. 

“Where needs be, let him enorce our 
good laws governing this matter. 

“Let him utilize the ready aid of the 
schoolhouse, church and rostrum in 
instructing children and adults and so 
interest them, at least in their own 
safety (at best, human nature is some- 
what selfish) that they will, as indi- 
viduals, help rather than hinder the 
work. 

“When each person in Fulton county 
is really alive to the situation and 
becomes a committee of one to help 
prevent the existence and spread of 
communicable diseases, we shal! have 
nearly solved the problem. We will 
know that prevention is best even 
from the standpoint of dollars and 
cents.”

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STATE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 
TO MEET LATTER PART OF JUNE 


Chairman W. C. Wright, of the state 
executive committee, upon inquiry by 
The Constitution by long-distance tele- 
phone, stated yesterday that he will 
issue a call some time this week for a 
meeting of the committee to be held 
shortly after June 20, for the purpose 
of making plans for the state primary 
to be held in August. 

It is anticipated that the meeting 
of the committee which will be held in 
the senate chamber will certainly be 
called in advance of the meeting of 
the general assembly which will be on 
June 26. The committee meeting is 
certain, therefore, to be held some time 
between June 20 and June 26, possibly 
about June 22, which tis Saturday. 
Chairman Wright has not decided on 
a definite date, but will do so within 
the next two or three days and notify 
the members of the®committee accord- 
ingly. ‘ 

Thig is the most important meeting 
of the present state committee, per- 
haps, yet held, inasmuch as it wili 
make .arrangements for the primary 
involving all statehouse officers and 
members of the legislature. 

Under the law this primary cannot 
be held more than sixty days in ad- 
vance of the regular election; therefore 
August 3 is the earliest, date on which 
it could be called, since the regular 
election comes on Wednesday, Octo- 


ber 2. 


But the legislature will be in session 
on August 3, and, in accordance with 
custom, it igs not likely the primary 
date will be fixed until after the date 
of sine die adjournment of the general 
assembly. Adjournment will take place 
On August 14, so that the primary can 
be fixed within any reasonable time 
thereafter, and all interests satisfied. 

In order to allow plenty of time 
between the date of the primary and 
the state convention which is to fol- 
low, and which should be held at least 
thirty days in advance of the state 
election, so.that compliance may be had 
with the law in giving notice of candi- 
dates’ nameg to the secretary of state, 
it ig probable the primary date will be 
put somewhere between August 15 
and 20, and the state convention called 
about September 1. 

While, of course, this is somewhat 
speculative, these dates follow the gen- 
eral plan which has been pursued here- 
tofore and which ig practically neces- 
sary under the present primary law,

“Mr. Slaton took no part in the pres- 
idential contest that preceded the pri- 
mary, and when the convention dele- 
Bates came to Atlanta, he observed 
that same policy both in letter and in 
spirit. "He had no part whatever in 
the choice of any delegate or delegates 
it named. 

“AS a@matter of fact, Mr. Siaten, 
when not in his office, was in his tem- 
porary quarters at the Aragon hotel, 
where he received many friends from 
all sections of the state who had come 
to the convention, but the subjects dis- 
cussed were other than those with ~ 
which the convention had to deal. He - 
did not attend the convention at all, 
and you can put it down that he stuck 
closely throughout the whole affair to 
the policy he determined upon from 
the beginning, of ‘hands off.’

These designs may be applied to dresses as 
well as to lingerie. The scallops should be 
padded slightly before embroidering. Detail 
drawings show methods of working. 

There are two ways to apply the designs 
to the material upon which you wish to 
work. 

If your material is sheer—such as hand- 
kerchief linen, lawn, batiste, and the ifke— 
the simplest method is to lay the materia! 
over the design and with a well pointed 
pencil draw over each line. 

If your material is heavy secure a piece of 
transfer or impression paper. Lay it face 
down upon this, then draw over each line 
of the paper design with a hard pencil or the 
point of a steel knitting needle. Upon lift- 
Ing the pattern and transfer paper you will 
find a neat and accurate impression or the 
Gesign unrest stur ~atcrial. 

There are t*wvo points to abserve in this 
process if you would execute it satisfactor- 
torily. One is to see that your materia! is 
level—cut and folded by a thread—and that 
your design is placed upon it evenly at every 
point. 

The second is, when placed accurately se- 
cure the design to the materia! with thumb 
tacks or pins so it cannot slip during the 
operation.

Astudy of house- 
hold economics might be of greatest aid 
in lessening the household expenses or light- 
ening the burden of its toil. She will be a 
wise girl if she takes this up. She has 
elected to make home work her life work and 
she should bend all efforts to do ft as B&ci- 
entifically and intelligently as possible. She 
will get far more pleasure out of it also if 
she goes about it in the most up to date man- 
ner. 

The girl who stays at home should take 
an intelligent interest in the affairs of the 
community about her. Sunday schools and 
charitable organizations need workers. Busi- 
ness women are too busy and too tired to do 
much of such work.

The girl who stays 
at home can also help much now in many 
civic affairs. 

The girl who stays at home should not 
shirk such responsibilities.

We had 
also some delicious French peas, which 
cost one-third what they do at home. 
All things that are brought here from 
abroad come in free of duty, and as 
they are furnished at onlv a little more 
than cost they are cheaper. 
Living From Hand to Mouth, 

As we ate I asked the lady of the 
house to tell me how she is supplied. 
She said: 

“We live from hand to mouth, but in 
some respects we are very much bet- 
ter off than at home, and in others lI 
like our home ways the better. We are, 
in fact, socialists, with Uncle Sam as 
the govergjor. All of our food comes 
from the government stores, and it is 
from them that our bread, our ice, our 
meat and even our clothes are obtain- 
ed. The ice is delivered every morning 
and put into the ice box. The coal is 
brought to the bins, the bread is left 
at the door, and it is the same with 
our clothes or anything that we ordef?.

Where the Clothes Come From. 

One of the troubles of the woman 
of the isthmus is to get new cloth- 
ing. There are practically no dress- 
makers among the Panamanians, and 
nearly everything has to be made at 
home and sent down. The government 
stores have some ready-made things, 
but these are mostly for men, and the 
womem must either make their own 
clothes or order them from the states. 
I know some ladies who do this 
through the professional shoppers. 
They send in their measurements and 
the gowns and other things are sup- 
plied on approval. The woman who 
does the shopping in the United States 
gets 10 per cent on all that she buys, 
but this commission comes out of the 
merchant. : 

As to wash dresses, many of them 
are made here in the homes. Some of 
the Canal Zone women do sewing, and 
there are a few Jamaica sewing girls 
and one or two native dressmakers in 
Panama and Colon. Linens are es- 
pecially cheap, as Panama _ charges 
practically no duty upon’them, and the 
same is true of the beautiful grass 
cloths known as Canton linens, which 
are shipped here from China and sold 
by the Chinese. Silks of all kinds 
are cheap, and especially silk stock- 
ings, shirtwaists and skirts. 

I am told that the cost of a wom- 
an’s clothing is much cheaper at Pana- 
ma than at home, and this for the rea- 
son that she has to provide for only 
one season The people wear summer 
clothes the year round, and they have 
no use for tailormade suits, furs nor 
costly garments of wool. 

As to hats, there is, | believe, one 
French milliner, but most of the fancy 
hats come itn from the states.

Housekeeping on the isthmus. 

In the first place she has an eaaler 
life than at home. Her housekeeping 
worries are less. and she has Uncle 
Sam for her landlord and he chargs 
no rent. According to the contract 
with the men the government fur- 
nighes the quarters, and it gives ea*h 
fe y a home according to the salary 
and rank its head holds In the work. 
The highest officials have magnificent 
residences, great two-story structures, 
many of the rooms of which are 20 
feet square and #0 arranged that they 
open one into the other like a high 
class Japanese residence, letting the 
wind blow through from all. sides. 
These houses are equipped with. bath 
rooms of tile. They have furniture to 
correspond, and are as delightful 
homes for entertaining as a man of 
that class could wish. 

Further down on the salary list are 
homes less pretentious, the quarters 
Geclining in character until they reach 
the two and four-family houses of the 
more modest clerks. Al! of the homes 
are exceedingly comfortable, and all 
have wide véerandas running about 
them which are so covered with woven 
wire netting that the mosquitoes and 
gnats and the tiniest insects cannot 
get in. Every house has its light on 
all sides. and all are surrounded by 
hedges of brilliant leaves of many col- 
ors, or by nge vines and tropical 
flowers. Un™ is the gardener, 
and the lawn. 7 atered and kept 
trimmed by Wes” lan negroes, Tne 
plants are to a tain extent the 
choice of the resident. Nearly every 
woman here is a flower lover, and 
there are wives of machinists who 
have collections of orchids which 
would cost a small fortune in dear old 
New York. 

A Typical Home. 

But let us give you some pictures of 
one of the well-to-do-homes on the 
isthmus. The man who lives in it ts a 
railroad efficial, not the highest nor 
even next to the highest. He is fairly 
well down in the ranks, and hig salary 
is a little above $200 per month. His 
home is the ordinary house which Un- 
cle Sam furnishes to a man of that 
class. 

How shall I describe it? It is situated 
on the side of a hill here at Ancon in 
plain view of the rolling Pacific. Back

the cook stove, and this comes from 
soft coal furnisheg free by the gov- 
ernment, and put in without charge. 
One feature of the kitchen Is the litth 
pans of coal oil in which the legs of 
the refrigerator and of the kitchen 
table stand. These are to prevent the 
many Kinds of ants crawling up and 
getting at the provisions. Ants are 
the chief pest of the isthmus, ‘ihey are 
of all sizes and of every variety. Some 
will eat wood, ang others g0 for vege- 
tables and everything sweet. If a 
woman has plants she must Keep the 
pots in bowls of water or the ants will 
eat them, and if she should leave a 
piece of sugar out anywhere it will be 
Black or red with these little insects. 
Some Marketing Arrangements. 

I wish you coulg have as good a din- 
ner today as I had in this house I am 
Gescribing. It was a Sunday dinner, 
and perhaps a little better than the or- 
dinary meals, but it was quite ag good 
as any you could serve in your home, 
We had a soup, a fish and a roast, 
with an entree or so, ending with cof- 
fee, Swiss cheese, ice cream and cake 
for desert. 

The most of the food came from the 
commissary department, which is prac- 
tically the only source of supply. Uncle 
Sam rung a big grocery store here, and 
he furnishes about all the food that his 
35,000 employees have to eat. He has a 
catalog and price Ist of everything, 
and the prices are usually far below’ 
those of the states. For instance, the 
roast beef we had on the table came 
from ‘Chicago. It was brought down 
frozen stiff in cold storage, and the 
price delivered atthe house wus 20 cents 
a pound. You would do well to get such 
beef in your home market, and you 
would have to pay 30 cents at the least 
The butter was excellent. It was not 
nearly so high-priced as at home, and 
my hostess told me that the prices of 
all canned vegetables are cut almost in 
balf. This is especially 60 with ar- 
ticles imported from Europe. We had 
as a salag some German asparagus of 
the kind which costs 35 cents a can in 
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the states. It is sold here by the gov-

My girl is an excellent 
cook, and she is cheaper than ordinary. 
The highest officials have more serv- 
ants, and 
have about the same kind of an estab- 
lishment that such men would have in 
the states. They have their cooks, but- 
lers and chambermaids. A g00d, cook 
gets about $20, a butler 815 and a 
chambermaid $15. As to the washing 
and ironing, that is often done in the 
house by the cook when one has but 
two girls, and sometimes by Jamaican 
negresses Who come in and wash and 
iron for a dollar a day. We can also 
send our clothes to the government 
laundry, but that costs more, al- 
though the work is well done. Another 
trouble is the machines cut off the 
buttons.” 

“What are your hours for meals?’ 

“They vary in different houses. The 
ordinary meals are three. The first 
breakfast is coffee and rolls. Thig is 
served. all the way from 5 until 8, ac- 
cording to the working hours of the 
man. The next meal is a substantial 
breakfast served about 11 or 12, and 
then there is a dinner at from 5.to

the best way to rest the back is to 

strengthen it, and the way to 

strengthen it is by well directed, 
but not violent, exercises. 

Evcry muscle in the body is there 
for some use. Everyone should 
have enough exercise to keep it 
healthy. The muscles of the back 
are weak because they are so sel- 
dom used. 

The best exercises for develop 
ment of these neglected muscles 
are those which involve stooping. 
Spoiled, pampered beauties test 
themselves by stooping, and if they 
can touch the floor with their finger 
tips, without bending the knees, 
they pronounce themselves fit. Wo 
men less spoiled and pampered 
have far less anxiety about keeping 
fit. Their everyday work requires 
enough stooping to keep the mus- 
cles of the back flexible and the 
muscles of the abdomen firm, and 
of normal size. 

Lifting moderate welghts from 
the floor is a good exercise for 
strengthening the back. If the 
back be very weak it is well to be 
gin with an empty bucket. As ex- 
ercises strengthen it gradually fill 
the pail. A basket with a handle 
may serve the same purpose. Stoop 
siowly, and slowly lift the weight. 
Keep the leg muscles tense and 
make the muscles of the arms 
tense. Reach slowly forward and 
lift the weight with both hands.. 
Lift it on a level with the waigt 
line. Then lower it, as siowly, to 
the floor. 

Next to stooping, twisting the 
muscles of the back are a good 
exercise for strengthening it. But 
let this twisting be slowly and 
gently done, or this will be one of 
the instances in which the remedy 
is worse than the disease. Violent 
exercise will only make the muscles 
weaker and cause a more severe 
ache, and possibly a severe injury, 
by wrenching them. 

This is the best method for the 
twisting. Lift the arms slowly 
above the head, with the elbows 
unbent. Then slowly turn the body 
to the right, resting its weight .on 
the left leg. Swing the body 
around, keeping the arms above 
the head but shifting the weight to 
the right leg.. This is a most val- 
Uable exercise, for it contorts the 
muscies, causes a supply of blood 
to flow through them and by the 
unusual! action they gain strength. 

The same exercise as the fore 
going can be advantageously done 
with the arms stretched out hort- 
vontally before vou, and swinging 
them in a large half circle, being 
careful to shift the weight from one 
leg to the other and keeping tense 
the muscles of the legs on which 
the weight rests. 

As a rule round shoulders are the 
sign of weakened muscles. Or the 
appearance of round s‘oulders may 
be given by a too great accumula 
tion of fat across the shoulders, 

A good exercise to correct this is

a simple squaring of the shoulders 
drawing in at the same time lungs 
full of air.

This 
causes a rush of blood to the mus 
cles surrounding the shoulders, and 
nourishes the muscles which you 
are exercising and banishes the fa® 
cells. 

To banish fat from the back draw 
the arms back as ! have described, 
Thrust between the back and ek 
bows a stout cane or a broomstick, 
Manipulate the cane by means of 
the elbows so that the muscles are 
not only strengthened but the cane 
is rolled over the fiesh. The effect 
is to break the fat cells. 

This is sometimes more easily 
done if you hold the cane in a diag 
onal position. 

Useful to the same end Is the 
exercise of sitting erect In a@ chaig 
and exaggératedly shrugging the 
shoulders, first one, then the other, 
then both together. 

Work with light dumbbells will 
also in time reduce the fat of the 
back, but | counsel the use of light 
clubs and these In moderation. 
Standing erect, the feet resting 
fiatiy on the floor and the knees un- 
bending, raise the dumbbells slowly 
above the head w'thout bending the 
elbows. As slowly lower them until 
the arms hang loosely at the sides. 

If you notice that one shoulder is 
higher than the other, give heed to 
your hips. The hip on the other 
side is probably thrust up and the 
shoulder on that side sinks, the 
shoulder on the opposite side rising 
to balance it. So if one shoulder 
is high, correct your way of stand- 
Ing. Stand with the weight evenly 
divided and rest on the balie of 
your feet. Your shoulders will drop 
naturally into place. Keep them in 
place.

N CLEAN, pure milk we have the 
one perfect food for the human 
being, and the education of the 
consumer in the care of milk 
ghould go hand in hand with the ira- 
ereaged demands made on the milk 
farmer for a cleaner, higher grade of 
milk and on the distributer for greater 
eare in the handling of the product. 
It is a well-known fact that the aver- 
a@ge housewife, living in the town or 
eity, knows comparatively nothing 
about the milk that is supplied to her 
family. She knowe nothing as to where 
the milk comes from that is delivered 
at her door each day, and she knows 
as little of how the . milk 
cared for, once it has reached her ke- 
Dox. If the housewife inspects her 


kitchen and tcebox each day, she sees 
in the latter a bottle of milk: possibly 
the milk may be in a bow! or pitcher; 
but the chances are that nine times out 
of ten, whatever container the milk is 
in, it is uncovered. The milk is left to 
absorb every odor from every particle 
of food in the icebox, which it does as 
greedily as a sponge absorbs water. 
If the milk is not in the icebox, it 
may be left in a warm pantry, or on 
the kitchen table, uncovered. In the 
summertime, it offers an ideal drink- 
ing fountain for the typhoid fly, which 
ig sure to haunt the kitchen of the 


careless housewife. 

Or, if the city apartment is the home, 
the milk reaches the kitchen by the 
dumb-wahter shaft, or the seervants’ ele- 
vator, after it has been handled by any 
number of hands, mostly dirty. 

If a tenement house flat is the home, 
it may be left at the door of the poor 
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it relates to milk, or for the individual 
state or for the city or the town to 
enact and enforce, at great expense, 
lawe for the protection of the milk sup- 
ply, or for the dairy farmer and the 
distributer of milk to expend large sums 
of money in producing and delivering a 
clean, pure supply of milk, when the ig- 
norant and indifferent housewife, by her 
careless methods In the home, nullifies 
al} the work done by the federal, state 
Or municipal authorities and renders 
useless the time and money spent by the 
farmer and distributer of milk? In 
many a home milk is treated with as 
little care as is a bagwf potatoes. 

No pains, no expense, should be 
spared to educate the consumer of milk, 
first, aa to its food value, and, second, 
as to its care in the home. 

If consumers were educated to appre- 
ciate the food value of clean milk, the 
campaign for its production would go 
forward by leaps and bounds. If con- 
sumers knew how dangerous to health 
is the consumption of dirty milk, they 
would with one accord demand a clean 
product and willingly pay the increased 
cost. Clean milk costs more than dirty 
milk, but even at an increased cost it 
is an inexpensive food product. 


Why Is Dirty Milk Dangerous? 


The dirt in milk is proved by the 
number of*bacteria per cubic centi- 
meter (the cubic centimeter equals 
fifteen drops or about half a thimble- 
ful, but not a “tallor’s thimble”). 
The dirt gets into the milk in the 
first place through the _ careless 
methods used in its production. 
Barns, cows, stables were not clean,

ent to the health of her family, or else 
she is ignorant as to the effect of such 
careless handling on milk. One knows 
that no housewife could be indifferent 
to the health of her family; hence we 


must conclude that the careless han- 
dling of milk in the home is due to. ig- 
norance. The campaign of education 
carried on through the recent Milk 
Show, held in Philadelphia, and by the 
New York milk committee, in New 
York, will do more to educate the 
housewife and all other consumers of 
milk than tons of printed books on the 
subject. 

Of what use is it for the federa)] gov- 
ernment to enforce the pure food law, as 


neither were the milkers nor the 
utensils in which the milk was 
drawn and atrained. Particles of 
manure, of cattle feed, of wood, of 


clothing, flies and other insects, and 
cows’ hairs, are found in the strain- 
ers through which this dirty milk is 
strained. 

It is in the dirt that the danger 
lies, when this milk is not at once 
brought down to a very low temper- 
ature, for warm milk is an ideal field 
for the growth of the bacteria Even 
clean milk ma@y develop large num- 
bers of bacteria if it is not properly 
cooled and kept cool. 

Let us examine now ‘some of the 


figures showing the growth of these 
bacteria so dangerous to health.

The general milk supply of Washing- 
ton averaged during the summe? of 1907 
(ag given in Bulletin 41, H, L.) 11,270,000 
per cubic centimeter, The year before 
it had reached a count in August of 
307,800,000 c c. 

Doctor Rosenau -states (Bulletin 41, 
H. LL.) that the bacteria increase in 
milk every time it is handled. ‘‘Com- 
pared with sewage, it will always be 
observed that milk when it is con- 
sumed ie richer In bacteria by far than 
the sewage of our large cities. A sim- 
flar amount of bacteria] growth in 
broth, gelatin, beer, jelly or other clear 
substance would render such food un- 
sightly, and it would be generally re- 

arded as unfit for use on account of 
the evidence of fermentative and putre- 
factive changes.’’ 

It will be geen by these facts why 
the housewife should buy a clean milk 
first and then why she should keep it 
cold, once it has reached her home. For 
a clean grade of milk, known as ‘‘cer- 
tified milk.” has been kept in ice sweet 
for forty-five days (Dr. Coit). 

Dirty milk is a greater carrier of dis- 
ease than is polluted water. Scarlet 
fever, diphtheria, typhoid fever and tu- 
berculosis are among the milk-borne 
diseases to which the consumer is |iable 
if the milk supply is infected. Boston 
and Cambridge, Mass., had an outbreak 
of scarlet fever a few years ago, the 
source of which it was difficult to trace 
until the board of health found that it 
broke out in Cambridge a litt!é earlier 
than in Boston. Further investigation 
revealed the fact that the regular 
‘“‘taster’’ of the milk at the receiving 
station in Cambridge had been away for 
a time and his place taken by another 
man in whose family there was a case 
of scarlet fever. When it is known 
that the method of “‘tasting’’ the milk 
employed by this man was to dip the 
spoon into the can and then put it to 
his mouth, then put the same epoon into 
the next can, it will be seen how cer- 
tain was the infection of every can of 
milk passed on bv him. 

It has been stated that the citizens of 
Berlin consume 300 pounds of cow 
manure every day in their milk, and 
those in New York, 29,000 pounds, The 
estimate for Philadelphia is not given, 
but we have no reason for supposing 
that the proportion is not as great. 
When this is once realized, we can see 
how frequently dirty milk may be the 
carrier of tuberculosis germs. Out of 
1% samples of market milk examined in 
Philade!phia, 13.8 per cent were found to 
contain tubercle bacilli. 

The British royal commission, after 
ten vears of investigation, rendered its 
fina! report to the government last July. 
lt was presented to parliament, both to 
the house of lords and the house of 
commons. by the command of the king. 
The conclusions of the report are too 
long to be introduced here, but it states 
that administrative measures are re- 
quired to obtain security against the 
tranemission of bovine bacilli by means 
of food. Infants and children are 
specially endangered. Action is urged to 
prevent or minimize the present danger 
arising from the consumption of infected 
milk. The report states that ‘‘measures 
for securing the prevention of ingestion 
of living tubercle bacilli with milk 
would greatly reduce the number of 
cases of abdominal] and ceryical tuber- 
culosis in children, and that such meas- 
ures should include the exclusion from 
the food supply of the milk of recog- 
nizably tuberculous cows, irrespective 
of the site of the disease, whether in 
the udder or the internal organs.” 

This corroborates what our own in- 
vestigator, E. C. Schroeder, has claimed

Cut the cabbage in small pieces after 
removing the leaves and core; pare and 
cut the turnip in slices: scrape the car- 
rots and wash the beets. Cook the 
beets in boiling water one hour; drain 
and drop in cold water and rub the 
skin off. 

One hour before the meat is done, 
take enough water from the meat ket- 
tle to cover the cabbage and turnips 
in another kettle and boil them a half 
hour, then put the potatoes in the 
kettle with them and cook a half hour 
longer. Take up the meat on a platter 
and arrange the cabbage and turnips 
around it. Serve the potatoes and beets 
in separate dishes. 

The old-fashioned way was to cook all 
the vegetables, except the beets, in with 
the meat: but the way given suits many 
tastes better, as the meat is not flavored 
With the vegetables, while the vege- 
tables, being cooked in.the water that 
the meat has cooked in, is flavored with 
the meat. The length of time given 
for cooking the vegetables is for young 
fresh ones. If they dre old, they take 
much longer to cook. 

Raspberry Whip 

White of 1 egg, 1 cup of raspberries, 
¥% owp of powdered sugar.

Arrange on a glass dish 
and serve with a custard made with the 
yolk of egg, 1% ‘cups milk, 2 table- 
spoons of sugar, 2 teaspoons of corn- 
starch and a few grains of salt.

of tuberculous dairy cows is permitted 
the manner in which dairy products are 
distributed will virtually insure that 
every member_oef the human family ts 
exposed to tuberculosis. Out of a total 
of 2062 bodies, post-mortem examination 
showed that 91 per cent had lesions of 
tuberculosis.”"’ (Circular 118, B. A. I.) 

The sooner the consumer accepts these 
facts the better it will be for the milk 
supply of the country, for farmers who 
will have their herds tuberculin tested 
wiil be able to secure a higher price for 
their milk, and the consumer will will- 
ingly pay a better price for a safe milk. 
On the other hand, milk that is drawn 
from untested cows should be submitted 
to pasteurization, so that the d:agerous 
disease germs may be killed. 

While all the authorities on milk ad- 
mit that the pasteurizing of milk is 
but a makeshift method, and that milk 
from tuberculin-tested cows is to be 
preferred, yet it is better to adopt a 
makeshift method than to expose the 
consumer to all the dangers of using 
milk that may be infected. The ques- 
tion of expense must enter in. Few 
families can afford to use certified milk; 
for the poor its price is absolutely pro- 
hibitive. Then the only safety lies in 
cooking the milk: in other words, 
cooking the dirt that is in the milk so 
as to render it non-poisonous. 

Of what use to expend large sums of 
money for the prevéntion and control 
of tuberculosis when by the very arti- 
cle. of food consumed in quantities by 
the tuberculous patient, the milk, fresh 
infection may be conveyed to the pa- 
tient? 

Reports from the bureau of animal 
industry show that 33 per cent of the 
milk slime examined at the public 
creameries showed tubercle bacilli. 

The New York milk committee, fol- 
lowing plang laid down by Dr. Charles 
B. North, has been able to prove; 
through milk produced under specified 
conditions, that a clean, safe milk can 
be produced by the average farmer 
without any great expense for improved 
barns, milkrooms, etc. Any farmer can 
produce a clean milk if he will take the 
trouble to do so. Every farmer would 
be obliged to produce clean milk if the 
consumer were awake to the importance 
of a clean method over the dirty one. 
lf the consumer demanded a clean prod- 
uct he would eventually get it, for the 
demand would reach the dealer and the 
dealer would in turn prevail upon the 
farmer to produce what was a salable 
article. 

First, last and always it is the con- 
sumer that controls production. The 
fact is not always recognized. In the 
various milk conferences held the voice 
of the consumer ts seldom heard. If it 
were heard, it might be better for the

milk supply, for the consuming publie 
is, after al!, the important force. An 
educated, enlightened public demand- 
ing clean, safe milk would be a power 
for the improvement of the milk supply. 
Legislation, whether it is state, federal 
Or municipal, can never be fully effect- 
ive unless there is back of it an ene 
lightened public sentiment demanding 
its enforcement. 


Value of Milk as Food 


Milk offers a cheap. easily digested 
and nutritious article of diet. A quart 
of milk contains ag much nutrition as 
.7%5 of a pound of beef or six ounces of 
bread. 

It is the one perfect food for infants, 
children and invalids. 

The most important point concerning 
the milk supply is the artificial feeding 
of infants. Doctor Goler has etated that 
more children die because they are in- 
fected by the poisons in stable manure 
than for any other cause. Milk for chile 
dren must be absolutely clean. Hence, 
if they must be artificially fed, only 
certified milk should be used. That the 
€stablishing of the infants’ milk depots 
has reduced the infantile mortality rate 
8) per cent is stated by Doctor Coit, 
the father of certified milk. Not only 
has the baby been saved, but the poor 
mother has been taught gomething of 
the value cf milk as food and the care 
it must have in the home. She has not 
been the only gainer by this process of 
education, for the mothers who are bete 
ter off financially are gradually learne 
ing what clean milk means. . The edue 
cational campaign has reached the 
mother who is rich ag well as the 
mother who is poor. And so the world 
is slowly moving onward to the goal 
when no baby will die from lack of 
proper food. 

What is needed today is instruction 
for the average housewife in the care 
of milk in the home: she needs to be 
taught what a valuable food clean milk 
is; she should be able to tell why bottle 
milk is safer to use than milk dipped 
from a can; she should know why cer- 
tified milk is the only safe milk to use 
raw and why al! other milk should be 
properly pasteurized; she should be 
taught to Know that bottle milk shew- 
ing particles of dirt in the bottom of 
the bottle is an unsafe food to use. The 
milk should be thrown away and the 
milkman deliverin such a product 
should be Qhusniased. 

The study of the milk problem by the 
housewife is one of the important points 
to be considered today in the clean milk

WELL COOKED VEGETABLES AND | 
MEAT SUBSTITUTES 


a@ large part of the food of every 

civilized nation; but the impor- 
tance of care in selecting when buying, 
waste in preparing and the art of cook- 
ing them have never been recognized by 
the housekeeper as they so well deserve. 
Too many buy unseasonable vegetabies 
which are not rich in the necessary 
food values and are often expensive 
and wilted. We tire of them before the 
regular season for them has arrived. 
There is not the anticipation which 
should be looked fonward to in the use 
of regular seasonable vegetables and 
fruits. Strawberries and asparagus 
were not intended for. January an-l 
February, and the desire for them is 
very much lessened when the natural 
time comes for them in May and June. 
Nature has planned for our bodies in 
all seasonable foods, and it is much 
better for us to follow her ways from 
a health and a financial point of view. 

Vegetables, as a ciass, do not contain 
the muscle-making elements; but a large 
percentage of this element is found ~ 
the old peas, beans, lentils and nuts, 
which have meat value and take the 
place of meat. These vegetables con- 
tain even a higher percentage of the 
muscle-forming elements than many 
meats. They also contain a very large 
quantity of heat and energy giving ma- 
terial. Besides these, there are some 
which have a smali percentage of the 
nitrogenous element, such as Brussels 
Sprouts, spinach, mushrooms, cauliflower 
and cabbage: but all vegetables contain 
various valuable organic salts, without 
which life would be tmpossible. Know- 
ing this to be true, is it worth while to 
devote more care and thme to their 
preparation? It,is quite an easy mat- 
ter to find a ve good meat cook, but 
of the cooking or preparation of vege- 
tables they seem to know little and 
care less. 

First—Select seasonable vegetables on 
market days, when fresh. If they are 
wilted before reaching your home, 
freshen therm by soaking in cold water 
before cooking. 

Second—All vegetables, such as celery 
potatoes, beets, éetc., should be well 
cleaned with a vegetabie brush and a, 
vegetable knife. Both are inexpensive 
and are great helps for such purposes. 

Third—Al] boiled vegetables should be 
put on to cook in rapidly boiling water 
in uncovered vessels—onions, cabbage 
and other vegetables strong in volatile 
oils Included. The odors are dissipated 
in the cooking, 

Fourth—All vegetables except beets, 
turnips, carrots, etc., should be cooked 
in salted boiling water. 

Fifth—Steaming and baking is a most 
excellent way of cooking vegetables to 
retain food value and flavor. All canned

Sixth—Do not make the mistake of 
serving vegetables in rich, heavy sauces. 
The delicacy of the flavor is lost entire- 
ly, and poorly cooked vegetables are 
often hidden in a thick sauce of some 
kind. A little melted butter. a few 
spoonfuls of cream and occasionally a 
very thin sauce, with a little lemon 
juice, help to draw out the favor 
rather than bury it. 

The meat-substitute vegetables may be 
prepared in a variety of ways. Do not 
have these dishes too difficult to make. 
If so, the inclination of the housekeep- 
er has been to broil steaks and chops or 
roast meat because it was ‘“‘so much 
less troublé.’"" Combinations of a suc- 
culent vegetable and nuts or cheese, or 
with some of the manufactured foods, 
Such as macaroni and spaghetti, are 
desirable and appetizing.

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HAVE RIGHTS SAFEGUARDED 
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The supreme court of Ohio has de- 
clared constitutional the state law lim- 
iting women’s labor in certain indus- 
tries to fifty-four hours a week.

The state of 
Washington has passed an eight-hour 
law fcr .women excepting, however, 
work in harvesting, packing, curing 
and canning perishable fruit or fish, | 
which are the chief industries in that 
state. A law in Wisconsin went into 
effect last July, restricting the employ- 
ment of women More than ten hvuurs a 
day or 55 hours a week. In Virginia 
a bill permitting women to work {2 
hours a week in loose leaf tobacco es- 
tablishments, from October to Febru- 
ary, was lost since the ten-hour a day 
labor laws prevail in that state. Ten- 
nessee and Michigan have passed laws 
rermitting a married woman to collect | 
her own earnings and requiring an- 
other payment if her wages are given 
her husband or to any other unauthor- 
ized person.

It ts quite unnecessary to go to the 
pains of grating the chocolate. If it 
is put in dry grated it makes a very 
different cake from the other gort. It 
is sufficient to melt it only, but many 
cooks make their cake in two mix- 
tures, calling one-——the chocolate part 
—the custard. This is made often of 
half the sugar and milk and some- 
times a yolk of egg. but sometimes 
the chocolate is simply melted with 
the milk and allowed to cool. as is the 
custard, before it is added to the other 
mixture. 

In comparing this large number of 
recipes I foung that the most universal 
formula was as follows: One cup but- 
ter, two cups sugar, four eggs, one 
cup of milk, two and a third cups of 
flour, two to four teaspoons of baking 
power, two squares of chocgiate. It 
is Guite sufficient to put these together 
as an ordinary cake, adding the melted 
chocolate last. Always a cake its light- 
er if the flour is added a little at 
a time alternating with the wet. 

Devil's Food Cake.—This is one of 
the more economical recipes and makes 
a Very good ang characteristically 
dark cake. One teaspoon butter, one 
sugar—beaten together before adding 
the yolks of two eggs. Cut two squares 
(two ounces) of chocolate into smal! 
pieces and put in a saucepan with one- 
hale cup of cold water and let come 
to a boll—-be careful not to Burn—and 
pour over the butter, sugar and egg 
mixture. And one and a half scant 
cups of flour with one teaspoon of 
baking powder. Lastly add one-half 
secant teaspoon of baking soda to half 
onion|a cup. of boiling water. This makes 
a rather thin batter and a good cake: 
the secret of the goodnese is supposed 
to be just this kind of a batter. Bake 
in a tin with tube, or tn layers, and 
cover with a thin icing.
